When Bishop Moule 
was at Ningpo on the 15th inst., he had to report to H.B.M. 
Consul there that thus far no redress had been afforded.

We have, by a recent fire in the residence of the 
First Secretary of this Legation, been forcibly reminded 
of the danger to which we are all exposed in our poorly 
constructed Chinese houses. Huddled together as they are, 
if a fire should break out in one of them, with a little 
wind, the others would very likely all go. Fortunately 
the night af the fire in Mr. Coolidge's house was perfect- 
ly still and the fire was soon extinguished, but not until 
: after considerable damage was done. Some of the Legat- 
ions have small force pumps, but there is no general sys- 
tem of fire protection. IT have bought eight hand gren- 
ades, all that could be found in Tientsin but we ought to 
have a small portable pump with 100 feet of hose, which 
could be moved quickly from house to house, With this 
almost any fire, if discovered in time, could be speedily 
extinguished. A few such pumps are at present in stock 
at Tientsin and range in price from $150. to $450. gold. 
If possible I advise that on receipt of this despatch I 
be instructed by telegraph to purchase one.

I have the honor to enclose with ay hearty approval 
copy of a letter from Mr. Nealy, the Architect and Super 
intendent of our new Legation buildings, showing the nee 
omieity of an additional appropriation in order to complete 
properly the buildings, construct the necessary approaches 
sit appropriately lay out and ornament the grounds, and 
to bore an artesian well. 

According to Mr. Nealy's estimates and the contracts 
for material and labor, the bare buildings plainly finished 
and ready for occupancy can be constructed with the funds 
already appropriated. But when this is done we will still 
lack a suitable entrance or gateway, which is usually the 
most striking and beautiful part of a compound, urs will 
be at the head of and looking down a broad and handsome 
street and should therefore be proportionally imposing. 

The buildings, as you have seen from the plans, are 
being built on three sides of our compound, fronting on 
an open square, which should be made into a charming lit- 
tle park with trees, shrubbery, grass, walks etc,, etc. 

Proper stables must be built, and most important of 
all, a suitable water supply must be obtained. It is be- 
lieved that good artesian water can be found here at a 
reasonable depth. We are fortunate in having with us 
Professor Bailey Willis, of the Geological Survey and Car- 
negie Institution, who, availing himself of the permission 


granted 
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granted through your good offices, will next week begin a 


horough survey in order to, as far as possible, definitely 
abtahdchin the question. 


Had we been able to begin our work when the first ap- 
propriation was made, I believe it all could have been com- 


pleted with the present amount. But materials are much 
higher now, and Mr. Nealy is building much better buildings 
than we expected, or than have ever been built in China. 
Our legation buildings are not sc showily constructed, nor 
nearly so large as the buildings of the other legations, 
but are incomparably more substantial, 
fhe Russians and French are each expending three times 


as much as we are, and the Austrian, Italian and Belgian 


legations are each costing more than ours. Our buildings 
as you are aware are none of them larger than is actually 
necessary. There is not a tree, shrub or spear of grass 
in the grounds and the necessity of getting these started 
at the earliest possible moment is plainly apparent. 
Mr. Nealy is the only man in China who ever succeesded 
in getting the Chinese to do real foreign work, and therer 
fore ours will be the only real foreign buildings here. 

If possible he should be retained on the work until every 
thing is completed, so that the buildings, approaches, 
grounds etc., may be finished after a symmetrical and 
harmonious plan, : He has most intelligently and satis: 
factorily prepared the plans, has instructed the Chinese 
workmen, is constructing the buildings most successfully 
and economically and can much better and more cheaply

I most respectfully and earnestly call your attention 
te the necessity ef an additienal appropriation by Congress 
fer the final completien of the U. S. Legation buildings 
now being constructed under my charge. | 

The amount I found available when I arrived in Peking 
was not sufficient te preperly construct and finish five 
buildings of thé size required, including a chair house 
and servants quarters. 

My designs fer these buildings were made with a view 
to keeping within the appreptiation and no building was 
made larger than actually necessary. But there have been 
various matters of expens in building in @hina that would 
not be enceuntered te such a degree in America, Much of 
the material entering into the constructien has of nesectty 
been brought from America, and the excessive freight rates 
have eaten inte the already meagre sum until it becomes 
a question of deing the interier finish in the cheapest and 
most unsatisfactory manner unless we receive additional 
money. 

On lumber which cost us $4,541 in San Francisco, the 
freightage té Tientsin alone was $3,550, It was utterly 
impossible to ebtain even a fair quality of lumber in China.

The very best submi tted was unseasoned, sappy, and full of 


knets and would not have kept in shape a year, It was 
not fit for use. ) | 

Neither could I obtain steel or good cast iren frem 
any place short of San Francisco, A few odd shapes of 
beams were to be had in Shanghai and castings of a very 
inferior grade,- and for this power steck extortionate 
prices were asked, 

I have utilized, so far as practicable, materials to 
be had here in Peking, but it would have been a useless 
waste of money to use either steel, cast iron, or lumber, 
such as I found in China. 

‘The cheap brick, stone, and labor, alone, have made 
it pessible for one to build substantial and creditable 
residences for -.- the U. 8. Minister, First Secretary, 
Second Secretary, Chinese Seretary, and a Chancery, to-~-. 
gether with outbuildings. And acting upon the belief 
that in shabbily censtructéd Public buildings the money is — 
simply wasted, I have used my best endeavors to make good 
superstructures. But in the interior finishing I must 
necessarily use the cheapest and most unsatisfactory mater~ 
jals in erder to complete the work within the appropriation, 
‘This done, there will be nothing left for approaches, or 
a suitable gate and gate houseto the American compound.

A well 1000 or not less than 900 feet deep should be 
bered. Artesian cenditions are good here, and I am sa- 

isfied that at ahout this depth a flowing and inexhaustible 
well could be obtained. I estimate that such a well 
could be bored and completed for $3,000. 

I must sincerely hope that you will urge an additional 

propriatien ef $25,000. This sum, with the balance

While the far-eastern question is absorbing so much 
of the world’s interest and attention, and while its sol- 
ution is of such vital importance to China, there is little 
except speculative information which can be furnished con- 
cerning it from this capital. 

So far as can be definitely learned no progress is 
being made in the negotiations between China and Russia 
in regard to the evacuation of Manchuria by the latter. 
The Chinese officials declare that they are awaiting the 
result of the negotiations now going on between Russia: 
and Japan, yet it is well known that frequent conferences 
are held at the Russian Legation by the senior Secretary 
of the Wai-Wu-Pu with the Russian Minister who is twill 
to leave his house, 

“The Russo-Japanese negotiations have up to the pre- 
sent moment been progressing amicably, but it is now known 
that Russia's reply to the Japanese claims is by no means 
satisfactory and Japan has so rejoined. Thus a point is 
rapidly being reached where one or both of them must make 
material concessions. High Japanese officials say that 
Japan can not yield. On the other hand Russia's unhin- 
dered movements in Manchuria for the past seven years, and 
her uniform success in carrying out her desires and in en- 


forcing all of her claims warrant. the belief that she will 


yield 


piela nothing. Hence war seems probable, If it shall 
come the situation of China will be wholly unique, ex- 
tremely difficult and critical; much of the land-fighting 
will be by two foreign nations upon her territory - and 
‘important sem battles may be fought in her waters, The 
vessels of either may at will enter her ports, violate all 
international rules of neutrality, and China in her utter 
helplessness wail only protest in vain. In this way in- 
cidents may easily arise which would make her the unwill- 
ing enemy of either of the contestants. It will be very 
difficult to restrain the over-ridden and oppressed in- 
habitants of Manchuria so that they may not in some way 
give cause or pretext for a Russian attack upon the Chin- 
ese Empire. § Some of the leading spirits in China are 
advising the Imperial Government to make common cause with 
Jenan, and join in the expulsion of Russia. The wiser 
and more conservative officials see only suicide in such 
@ course and will advise the strictest neutrality. But 
the usual policy of China is so stupid and vacillating 
that she may unconsciously drift into either cam. 
In any case, in the event of war, all foreign inter- 


ests in China will be in a peculiar situation and new and 


difficult international incidents are sure to occur, It 
is still possible to hope, however, that some settlement 
may be reached by which war may be averted.

Formerly raileway companies had regulations for 
working mines along their lines, It will not be permitted 
hereafter to quote this as a precedent. If there be no

Replying to Department Instruction No. 759, of Decem- 
ber 15th last, requesting a copy of the Treaty referred to 


in the reply of the Chinese Foreign Office to Mr. Lessar, 


dated September 26th, 1905, which was an enclosure in my 
despatch No. 1423, of October 25th last, I apprehend that 
the reference therein was to Article V of a Convention 
supplementary to the Treaty of 1898 between China and 
Russia, and not the main Treaty as mentioned therein. 

I have obtained from the Foreign Office a Chinese 
copy of this supplementary Convention, of which I enclose 
a translation. 

This Supplementary Convention may also be found in 
Volume III, of “Cordier's Histoire des Relations de la 
Chine avec les Puissances Occidentales," which you undoubted 
ly have in the Department Library. 

It will be observed that the concessions referred to 
in this Supplementary Convention have reference only to 
the "Neutral Zone," instead of the whole Province of 
Liao-tung. The correspondence received from the Foreign 
Office and enclosed in my despatch No. 1423 did not make 
this point clear.

Coes senseeseeeeenere 


The present time is one of many difficulties; the 


strength of the Emp ire daily grows weaker; the troubles in 
various provinces have not yet been settled and there is 
incipient sedition fraught with danger. Without well- 
drilled trocps there is nothing upon which to depend for 
the protection of the State; yes, without well-drilled troop 
there is no way to protect the people. In recent years 
WE have repeatedly issued Eddcts directing the various 
provincial authorities to reorganize their forees and to 
change the tactics of the Refllars and the Reserves. Re- 
cently WE especially selected IeK'uang, Prince of Ch'ing, 
and others to take charge of affairs connected with the 
drilling of the troops and established at Peking a General 
Headquarters, in the hope of securing a uniform re-organ- 
ization. But the drilling of troops is a most urgent mat~ 
ter and the appropriation of their pay is still more dif- 
ficult. The rations and supplies of the various armies 
are not to be obtained from the bones and blood of the 
people. The peasantry are already in distress. How then 
can we bear to stagel further reduce their means of support! . 
Some time ago the Bureau of Military Tactics reported a 
seriessof regulations with regard to appropriations for 
military expenses. Among the suggestions made WE accepted 
only that proposing to increase the duty on tobagco, opium 
and liquors, and orders were issued to the various provine 
cial authorgties to act accordingly. WE afterwards issued 
another Edict commanding the Board of Revenue to at once 
put a stop to leakages from certain corrupt practices in 
the handling of the ‘revenues belonging to the Imperial 
Many» wna to tate end to consult together and devise some 
he having received various detailed 
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reports, WE order that the matter be dealt with as suggested 
The Court in all its planning is deeply concerned for the 
welfare of the people, toiling and harassed night and day, 
finding it diffieult to sleep or eat. WE lock up with 
gratitude to Her Imperial Majesty the Empress Dowager, who 
has given us the benefit of her instructions and who has 
personally practiced self-denying economy for the sake of 
the Empire. During recent years the Court has exerted 
itself to practice the strictest economy ih its expenditures 
Notwithstanding this WE now again direct the Department of 
the Imperial Household to again take the matter into con- 
sideration and reduce the proposed annual appropriation. 

We also direct the Board of Works and the Department of 

the Imperial Household to at once suspend all works that 

are not of pressing importance, that the money thus saved 
may be used to relieve pressing needs. Aside from this 
should any officials, high or low, or any wealthy merchants 
or traders be willing to subseribe considerable sums of 
money it is warudttes to bestow extraordinary rewards upon 
them according to the regulations. 

As to the various items of the proposal submitted by 
the Board of Revenue, they are all in accordance with estab- 
lished regulations. They do not, by any means, constitute 
a demand of an extraordinary kind. The various Viceroys 
and Governors must personally share the burden of prosperity 
or misfortune. The Provincial High Commissioners, too, 
have all received benefits from the State and ought to show 
loyalty and trust-worthiness in the discharge of their dutie 
having regerd-to the difficutlies of the times. The ese 
sence of the matter is that with hearts pure and upright 


they shall lead those under them and not allow themselves 
to be swayed by the passions of the multitude nor deceived 
by their flatteries. Should slippery officials or members 
of the gentry attempt to control or obstruct, they m ould 
be punished with unusual severity. If it be possible with 
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such @ course, success will be

various times recently, called upon the British and French 
Ministers, and upon me, and in behalf of their colleagues 
informally sought through us, the mediation of our several 
Governments between Russia and Japan, for the purpose, if 
possible, of avoiding war. 

The French Minister has signified the willingness of 
his Govermment and himself to do whatever may properly 
be done in the matter. 

The British Minister told them that it is now too 
late; that mediation would not be accepted by either 
Power, and gave them to understand that his Government 
could not consent to act. 

In their interviews with me they said that it was an 
unusual situation, where two foreign Powers were likely 
to invade Chinese territory to conduct a war thereon, and 
that while China was absolutely powerless to prevent, she 
felt that shé must do whatever was possible to prevent it; 
that all she could see that it was possible for her to do, 
was, in view of her helpless condition, and for the inter~ 
est of the peace of the world, to beseech some of the other 
Powers to intercede with Russia and Japan. They asked if 
I would not cable such a request for them to my Government,

friendship for China than did the United States, but that 
I believed it would be useless; that mediation would not 
be accepted, especially since it is believed that Japan 
has already given notice that she did not desire any med- 
jation whatever; and at any rate, that the Governments at 
Washington, London and Paris were much better informed of 
what Was going on at St. Petersburgh and Tokio than we 
were here, and if China thought best to ask for such media- 
tion she had better do so through her own Ministers at

They enquired if I thought my Government would not 


approach the other Powers on this question. I replied 


that it seemed to me that since the French Minister had 
already informed them of the readiness of his Government 
to act, it would seem politic for them to seek the ini- 
tiative at Paris. 

They informed me on the 28th instant that they would 
take no action until they ascertained, through the French 
Minister, that his Government would in fact take the wetter 
up. 

Yesterday H. E. Chang Po-hsi,the member of the Bureau 
of National Administration, called upon me again, and in- 
formed me that they had not yet heard definitely from the 
French Govermment, but that they had about concluded to 
simultaneously instruct their Ministers to take up the 
matter at Washington, London and Paris.

"I have read with the greatest interest the communica~ 
tion which Your Excellency addressed to me under date of 
December 28th, 1903, and I share in all respects the opin- 
ion of His Excellency, Sir Ernest Satow, that the rate of 
exchange adopted by the Bankers' Commission for the re~- 
mittal of the indemnity were too high on the last two 
occasions. 

It appears that several Bankers wish to utilize the 
remittal of the indemnity for the purpose of procuring for 
their Banks enormous profits, without reference to the 
fact that these profits will be at the expense of their 
respective Governments if China persists in refusing to 


pay on a gold basis, or if in the end she fails to fulfill 


her engageme nts. 

| fo judge “this question fairly, it is necessary to 
take into consideration to a certain extent the point of 
view of the Bankers who cannot run the risk of loss in 
handling the remittances, and who will consequently always 
fix the rate of exchange in such a manner that they will 
never be exposed to loss, unless circumstances are wholly 
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to the system at present in use the rate of 


es 


age must be fixed twice « year for a sum amounting 


to 1,500, 000 pounds sterling. This total, however exten 
sive may be the market of Shanghai, or rather that of North 
Chins, is @ very important sum; and as the Banke need at 
least two weeks to cover it by the purchase of letters of 
exchange, or other commercial paper, it is evident that 
they cannot fix the remittances to be made according to 
the rate of the day of settlement, and that they try to- 
protect themselves against a fall an price of silver by 
reserving for themselves a certain margin. 

, ncipi 7 there is no objection to fixing the 
rate for ‘the remittances at one or two per cent below the 


rate of the day. What gives rise to eriticism, consists in 
thie: thet Ghee Daueee mest interested try, and have 
succeeded on the last two occasions, to cause a fall in 
the price of silver in the great markets (London, Bombay, 
etc., dat the end of each semestre, and to tring down the 
local rates below par. In the months of January and July 
the opposite policy is pursued, with the result that the 
accounts for the remittances of the indemnity can be 
Settled at a profit of six, eight, or ten per cent. 

Leaving out of the question the loss which China and / 
or the Powers sustain as a result of thése manipulations, 
these artificial fluctuations of the price of silver and 
of the rates of exchange cause a great injury to commerce, 
and for this feason alone a change in the present system 
of liquidation would be very desirable. 

The system of alottment recommended by the British 
Government will, without doubt, remedy the defects men~ 
tioned above, but all will depend, nevertheless, on how it 
According to the proposition of His eer vod 
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Ernest Satow, each Government could charge its delegate 


to fix the rate of the remittance by alottment(te-the 
pethabideee). AS, however, it will be impossible to 
force a bank to make remittances at a rate of exchange 
fixed by others, I suppose that the intention is that 
each delegate shall put up at auction the amount of Shang- 
hai Taels which he has received for his Government, and 
chet Shu highest bidder should be entrusted with the re- 
mittance, 

It is evident that there could only be free competi= 
tion for the bids destined for London, Paris, and some 
other cities, amd that for those destined for St, Peters« 
burgh, Rome, ‘The Hague, etc., competition would be much 
more limited, because the banks in China have no funas at 
their disposal in the last named cities. 

If the Governments really wished to be assured of the 
highest rate of exchange through free competition, they 
should content themselves with having the amounts due them 
remitted to the place having the most frequent and extensie 
commercial relations with Shanghai; that is to say, to 
London. 

If the system mentioned above is adopted, it will be 
of great importance to regulate the alottments so that it 
may be possible, in the first place, to obtain the highest 
rate of exchange; and in the second place to avoid disturb- 
ing the money market and general commerce more than is 
absolutely necessary. 

It will not be possible to fill these conditions if 
the handling of the remittances is put up at auction once 
in six months, or even monthly, because the amounts, as 
has already been mert toned above are too great, and in- 
consequence the fluctuations of the rates of exchange will 
probably not disappear. | 
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In my opinion the best way of dealing with this 
cat ter would be to establish at Shanghai alot#ments on 
the ‘sane system as those in London where regularly every 
week the India Council puts up at auction a portion of the 
amount which is due by the British Indias to the Metropo~ 
lis. I am convinced that an amount of 50,000 to 60,000 
pounds allotted weekly at Shanghai would do away with the 
danger that the price of silver and the rate of exchange 
would be apocialiy manipulated in anticipation of the re« 
mit tance of the Chinese indemnity. 


As in London #aitheiease of the India Council Bills, 


it would be necessary to rule: 


se that the exact amount to be offered each week 


shall be published some days in advance ; 

ee the tenders shall not be for more than the amount 
offered; 

5. that the tenders offered at the same rate shall

Sir: 

Department Circular of December 18th last, concern- 
ing the retention in each Capital of eminent legal Coun- 
sels, to be known as "Counsel of the Embassy(or Legation) 
of the United States," and enquiring as to the probable 
cost of employing such Counsels, is received. 

Frequent occasions have arisen in my experience, 
particularly in Brazil, where I found it advisable to con- 
sult, at my own expense, local Counsel on questions both 
of public importance, and of the individual interests of 
citizens of the United States. 

The increasing development of our foreign trade, and 
number of our citizens residing @broad, make the necessity 
of reliable legal advice more frequent and important than 
heretofore, and suitable appropriations by Congress for 
this purpose would be wise legislation. 

At this Capital there is no such Counsel, hence none 
could be employed, 

There are lawyers of high reputation at Shanghai, 
who, I apprehend, could be readily retained, but that is 
too far away to be of advantage to this Legation; and the 
important judicial powers given by the extraterritorial 


provisions of our Treaty make it necessary that the Consul- 


General there should himself be a man learned in the law. 


In fact every Consul in China should be an experienced and 


able lawyer, and the salaries should be so increased that 
such men could be secured for appointment.

Is ready to adhere to an 
understanding with other Powers for the purpose of safe- 
guarding the neutrality of that Empire, on the following 
conditions: Firstly, China must herself strictly observe 
all the clauses of neutrality; Secondly, the Japanese 
Government must loyally observe the engagements entered 
into with the Powers, as well as the principles generally 
recognized by the Law of nations. That it is well undere 
stood that neutralization in no case can be extended to 
Manchuria, the territory a@ which, by the force of events, 
will serve as the field of military operations." 


To this I have to-day made the following response: 


"The answer of the Russian Government is viewed as 
responsive to the proposal made by the United States, as 
well as by the other Powers, and in a friendly manner, and 
will have pleasure in communicating it forthwith to the 
Governments of China and Japan, each of which has already 
informed us its adherence to the principles set forth in 
our circular proposal.”

I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the last quarterly examination of the Student Interpreters, 
The three senior students, Messrs. Haskins, Arnold 
and Cloud, have given most of their time during the past 
three months to documentary Chinese, having completed 
Lay's text book upon that subject. They have also com~ 
pleted the "Guide to Mandarin." Their examination con- 
sisted in translations of conversations from this latter 
(orally)and in translating certain technical phrases, 
used in daBpatch writing, from Chinese to English and 
others from English to Chinese, as well as in explaining 


the construction and use of certain forms. Besides this 


they ~~ reeares to translate one despatch from English 


: "na one from Chinese into English. These 
were Ssasibanet ‘which they had never seen before, but they 
were allowed the use of their teachers and dictionaries. 
The teachers do not, however, understand English, 

The result was very satisfactory, taking into con» 
Sideration the fact that they have bem in Peking but a 
little more than a year. Mr. Haskins' marks averaged 
95.9; Mr. Cloud's 85.5, and Mr. Arnold's 74. 

The second class, consisting of Messrs. Clowe, 
Heintzleman and Hull had their first annual examination, 
and in accordance with the Regulations of the Department I 
invited two Americans to assist me, Revds. Dr. Wherry of 

= Presbyterian Mission and Dr, Ament of the American 
Mission. ‘The oral examination was pretty severe, 
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ineatiog nearly an hour for each one, and consisted in 
reading and translating Chinese at sight, giving oral 
translations of Chinese and English sentences read to 

them and indicating tones of characters. Their written 
examination included writing 500 characters, a test in 


the use of classifiers and translating Chinese into English 
and vice versa.

The Russian Minister here says the whole of Manchuria 
must be excepted from the neutrality zone, as even that 
portion South and West of the Liao River, already turned 
back to China, may of necessity become a field of hostile 
operations; hence the Russian objections to sending Chin- 
ese troops into this zone. Prince Ch'ing informs me that 
the Chinese will heed these objections and will keep their 
troops this side of the Manchurian border.

distribution of publications that may be sent from time to 
time to individuals or institutions of learning in the 
Empire. 

A communication from the Smithsonian Institution to 
the Department Says: 

"A limited number of copies of, docunents published by 
order of Congress is placed with the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion to be transmitted to the matiosed libraries of other 
countries, and it desired that a set of these documents 
be forwarded to the Chinese Government, and that, in ex- 
change, the official publications of the Empire may be 
sent to the library of Congress through the Smithsonian 
Institution. In addition to the set of official publica~ 
tions which this Government desires to exchange with the 
Chinese Empire, there are frequent contributions of scien- 
tigde publi cations from institutions of learning in the 
United States which the Smithsonian Institution in Wash- 
ington is asked to deliver to the addresses in China which 
they bear. The Institution is prepared to bear the ex- 
pense of forwarding these “exchanges by freight to one of 


Chinese ports, but has no means of distributing them. The 
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The Institution begs to ask if the Chinese Government will

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not be pleased to designate some office to assume the 


labor gnd expense of delivering these parcels to their 
respective addresses, and also to receive and transmit to 
the Smithsonian Institution such packages as these re~ 
cipients may wish to send to their correspondents in this 
country in exchange. The amual outlay would be but iL’ 
little, and the system thus established between the two 
countries would afford a means of centralizing the mutual 
exchange of publications and would develop more intimate 
relations between the educational institutions of China 
and this country. The United States Exchange Service, 
under the direction of the Smithsonian Institution, is con- 
stantly employed in the exchange of Government, literary 
and scientific publications with every part of the civil~ 
ized world, through bureaus in each country similar to 
that which the Institution suggests should be established 
in China. The custom of establishing, under official 
authority, a central office in each country through which

large attendance at the Exposition have been made because

I have the honor to enclose translatiom of two memo- 
rials published in the Peking Gazette, bearing upon the 
question of currency reform, etc., and which have received 
‘Imperial approval; the one providing for the sale of 
office to raise funds for a gold reserve, and the other 
for the establishment of a national bank. 

: The sale of office in China is not an experiment, but 
an immemorial custom, and if the money raised in this way 
should all find its way into the public coffers, the gold 
reserve would be materially increased; but I apprehend some 
more certain method must be relied upon to furnish a suf- 
ficient supply for a gold basis. 

There is no doubt that the Chinese Government intends 
to start a national bank, and I believe it will, sooner 
or later, accomplish it; but I am privately, yet creditably, 
informed that the regulations at present proposed are by 
mo means satisfactory, so that its immediate establish- 
ment is not probable. 

T have not as yet been able to secure a copy od the 
suggestions of the Minister to Russia on the reform of the 
currency, mentioned in the memorial, concerning the sale of 
office.

' We have made further investigation of the idiliht ons 
submitted by Hu Wei-t@, the Minister to Russia, in his 
Memorial on the Reform of the Currency, in which he asks 
that gold coins may be issued in addition(to silver). His 
report as to the advantages and disadvantages is very thor~ 
ough. Recently there have been numerous discussions of 
the financial administration which have suggested that 
China ought to coin gold to relieve the situation caused 
by the depreciation of silver. We, Your Ministers, have 
taken pains to investigate the subject very carefully, and 
find that at present all the nations on the globe except 
bins , ha ve gold coinage; that gold is dear and silver 

chp, ‘end thaton this account trade suffers muh injury, 
and that without the coinage of gold it will be impossible 


to prevent it. But a supply of gold mst first be obtained 
before there can be a gold coinage. When Japan was about 
to adopt a gold coinage, she first collected gold for 
ten years before proceeding to mint it. A great deal of 
gold is hoarded by the Chinese people, and simply because 
the Government does not use it, it is umnecessarily wasted 
in the manufacture of gold vessels and ornaments. Be- 
sides not a little in recent years has been exported to 
other countries. It becemes very necessary, therefore, 
to adops some method to secure a reserve of gold which may 
meet the demand for minting purposes. 

As to this matter we find that the Memorial of the 
Bureau of National Administration has already received 
the sanction of the Throne and is to the effect that they 
‘propose that persons who wish to purchase restoration to 
lost rank, and those who desire to purchase promotion, as 
well as those who want to be advanced on the list of ex- 
‘pectants by making subscriptions and thus secure the right 
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to'an earlier appointment to fill a vacancy, shall be re- 


quired to pay one-half of the sums respectively required

| Some time since we, Your ministers, presented a mem 
orial, suggesting that a mint should be established at 
Tientsin for the coinage of silver. The erection of the 
buildings has already been begun, and as soon as the machir 
ery which has been purchased shall arrive, minting will at 
once begin, and thus form the commencement of the reform 
of the financial administration, but the purpose in this 
present coinage is by a reform of the monetary system to 
secure the general eireulation of the coins, to call in 
the silver sycee heretofore used and gradually coin it, 
as well as to issue paper money and to coin gold. The im- 
portant factor in this arrangement will be the use of the 
money by the Treasury in receipts and payments, and it 
becomes more than ever necessary to establish a bank to 
aid in the circulation; only so can the scheme be put into 
operation without hindrance. Heretofore China has had no 
bank; although the institutions which issue notes and the 
cash shops established by wealthy persons in all the prov~ 


inces, are of the same character as banks, yet no Imper= 

al Bank has ever been established to form a bond of union 
among them, and thus it has been impossible to depend upon 
them in distributing the Government's surplus or making up 


its deficit. This condition of affairs has long been fully 


comprehended by Your Majesties. 
Some time ago the arnpnest Metropolitan Official of

The undersigned American citizens now residing in the 
Chinese treaty port of Newchwang have the honor to request 
that you will forward to the United States Minister at 
Peking our earnest application that, during the expected 
hostilities, at this port, American lives, property and 
commercial interests may retain the protection of our own 
flag, in so far as the presence, or close vicinity, of an 
American man-of-war may afford it. 

We respectfully submit that, until the status of this 
port has been altered by treaty, we are entitled to the 


same protection as is enjoyed by American citizens resident 


in other places open to trade in China; and that we view 
with grave concern the prospect of being left without dire 
ect access to our naval authorities. 

We would further suggest that, if it be deemed im- 
practicable to retain an American man-of-war in the waters 
of the port, such a vessel may, at least, be stationed as 
near the mouth of the river as possible. 

It is further suggested that, if the war vessel in 
question is stationed below the town, it be provided with 
@ steam pinnace in order that it may be kept in close 
touch until the port is definitely free from hostilities. 


While anticipating no violation of international law 
or specified treaty rights on the part of either belliger- 
ent, we have reason to distrust the action of camp-follow+ 
ers and of native outlaws in the cases of possible inter- 
vals between military occupations, and we therefore sug- 


gest that the commander of an American man-of-war stationed 


in the port, or in the vicinity, be gran te 
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land armed parties or take such other measures as may 


be necessary for the safety of American lives, property, 


and’ commercial interests on the application of the United 
States Consul. 


In conclusion we request that you will forward this 
applicatior. by telegraph to the United States Minister at 
Peking as soon as possible.

On the 26th day of last month (March 12th, 1904) we 


had the honor to receive a note from Your Excellency, say- 


"Whereas the Chinese-American Commercial Treaty 
has already been ratified and exchanged, it 
should be put into full operation. It is clearly 
stated in the 9th, 10th, and llth Articles of 
said Treaty that duly registered trade-marks and 
all new inventions shall be protected, and it is 
agreed to establish a special office to deal 
with such matters, and to decide upon special 
rules for inventions and the issuance of patents. 
Books and maps, and printed or engraved matters 
as well, are all to be protected in the same 
manner as trade-marks. The Treaty calls for com- 
plete protection of all such rights. The U. 8S. 
Minister has received enquiries in regard to the 
above matters from an American merchant, and 

it therefore becomes his duty to write and ask 
how this protection is to be afforded and the 
benefits derived. He hopes that the matter will 
be given immediate consideration, so that he 

may expect a reply at an early date." 


On the receipt of the above we at once addressed a 


communication to the Board of Commerce for their informa- 


follows: 


They have discussed the matter and now reply as 


"The Board of Commerce, having special 
charge of trade affairs, and being just now in 
the beginning of its work, has a great many 
matters on hand. In regard to registering trade- 
marks, making rules for the protection of new 
inventions, books, etc., the Board is just now 
considering satisfactory regulations and compil~ 
ing specific rules. As soon as the rules have 
been drawn in order, the Board will memorial- 
ize the Throne asking for their official publica- 
tion. Then the Foreign Board may communicate by 
despatch with the Foreign Ministers of the var- 
ious countries, who may in turn instruct the for~ 
eign merché nts to act accordingly." 


Such is the report of the Board of Commerce, so it 


seems that the said Board are at present just deliberating 
upon satisfactory rules, and that they intend to memorial- 
ize the Throne asking for official publication of the same.

A plan for increasing the Revenue of the Chinese Government, 
Proposed by Sir Robert Hart, Inspector General of Customs. 
(Translated from the Pei Yang Kuan Pao). 

In my humble opinion the breaking out of hostilities, 
which has already occurred in the East, while certainly 
due to the unwillingness of both Japan and Russia to com- — 
ply with one another's desires, is really due to the de~ 
crepit condition into which China has fallen. 

How the two Powers shall hereafter settle their diffi- 
culties, whether after two or three years, or after five 
or six years, it is indeed hard to conjecture. But when 
the day of settlement shall arrive, that will be for China 
the aay of difficulty. If it be desired at that time not 
to have others direct us, but on the contrary to be able 


to compel others to listen to our words, it cannot be 


brought about except by seizing the present opportunity 

to earnestly strive to make ourselves stromg and independ- 
ent. . But the first thing necessary to independence is a 
well drilled army, and the first thing needed in order to 
prepare an army is the raising of funds. The annual reven- 
ue of China from the Customs, the Salt Gabelle, and the 
Land Tax, taken altogether, amounts to only some eighty 
odd millions of taels, and the greater part of this is 
contained in the re-payment of loans and the payments upon 
the indemnity. Certainly, if other sources of revenue 
cannot be found, there is no hope. There are many men to- 
day with schemes for raising revenue, but, in my humble 
opinion, there is more to be hoped for from the readjust- 


ment of the land tax than from anything else. China may 
be said to be some 4,000 1i both in length and breadth 
(Chinese Turkestan, Mongolia and Manchuria are not includ- 
ed). The area therefore is 16,000,000 square 1i. In each 
square ii there ought to be 540 mou. Reckoning it as 500 
now, a: wnat ee in ie 9, 000 aquare 1i eight thousand 
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million mou. If each mou be required to pay atax ef 200 
cash, then at the rate of 2,000 cash to the Tael, every 
ten mou will pay one Tael, and thus eight thousand million 
mou will pay eight hundred million Taels. But of course 

it cannot be expeéted that this amount will be received 
every year, for some years are plentiful and others have 
short crops; the soil, too, in some places is righ and in 
others poor, and there are also the mountains and waters 
in various places to be deducted. According to a state= | 
ment formerly made by Li Hung-chang, about 2/3 of the land 
pay taxes. For the present we may assume that one-half 
really pays the tax; then it ought to amount to Taels 
400,000,000. So long as there is this amount of land, 
there should be this amount of revenue. Compared with 
other sources of income this will really be something to be 
counted on. Through a long period of years the Government 
may depend upon this large sum for its various necessary 
disbursements as a supply that will be abundant and un- 
failing, and the people, too, need not be in the least 
harrassed. 

Should sanction be given to the carrying out of this 
suggestion, it will be necessary to submit for considera~ 
tion a further statement setting forth the details of the 
method to be employed. 

tI 

. According to the reckoning in the preceding section, 
the. large sum of Taels 400,000,000 ought to be received, 
This makes it plain that we cannot afford to neglect. the 
readjustment of the land tax. Heretofore in the management 
of this affair, the chief evil has been that while much Was 
collected from the people, but little has come into the pub- 
lic treasury, and that the harrassing of the people has 
daily increased, while day by day corruption has grown. 
Such methods as these must not be allowed in the readjust- 


ment now so urgently needed. China's taxes, however, must 
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, 
come from China's people, and the Chinese officials thor- 
oughly understand the conditions; and the plan which I 
propose would appear to be more satisfactory than some 
method borrowed from foreigners, According to my way of 
thinking, if the suggestions set forth below should be 
adopted, we may certainly hope for success. As to detailed 
regulations for the management of the undertaking, it is my 
opinion that the more detailed the regulations are the more 
delay there will be in carrying them out. On the other 
hand there is nothing better than to take hold and advance 
step by step, and, as time passes, the details of the 
regulations will arrange themselves. For the present I 
submit for consideration the following general outline of 
the method which should be ehdetea: 

(1) If an Edict be requested giving general orders to 
all the provinces to take up the matter at the same time, 
it will result that each will adopt its own methods and 
confusion will follow, making it impossible to secure un- 
iformity, and success will be difficult to achieve. I 
propose now that first one single District of one Prefect~- 
ure in some province be selected for a beginning, and that 
when this District shall have completed the work, the 
matter be taken up in the adjoining Districts and thus of 
course it may be gradually extended abroad. 

(2) If a certain district shall be selected to begin 

" the undertaking, then the appointment of ten intelligent 
and capable Expectant officials should be requested, who 


shall take up the matter in ccnnect&on with the Magistrate 
of the said District, so that after some time they may be 
sent elsewhere as qualified to manage this work. 
(3) The said District Magistrate should divide his 
District into four large sections; the North, South, East 


and West, and at once issue a Proclamation informing the 
people plainly that, in all families possessed of land the 
ust, within the period of 
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nent setting forth the number of mou of land owned, in 

. what section it is located, and the four boundaries there- 
of, as well as a map of the same, and must in person go 

to the District yamen and present the same for considera- 
tion. The said District Magistrate immediately upon re- 
ceiving this statement shall make a detailed entry of the 
same in the new Record Book for the section concerned, un- 
der the same number as that given to the original state~ 
ment.. 

(4)A warning clause should be inserted in the Proclamr 
tion sayiue: "The Magistrate at present is not sending 
any oné to measure the land, but will allow each land- 
owner to make his own report, but, if it shall be discov- 
ered that any have not come to the yamen to make report, 
or, if hereafter, when the land is measured, it shall be 
discovered that i have reported less than they possess, 
the land-owner who does not report and he who has concealed 
the true extent of his holding, will be fined." 

(5) The land-owners having each made his own report 
at the District yamen, and had it recorded satisfactorily 
in the Register, the District Magistrate will give hima 
numbered memorandum, which every year, within the first ten 
days of the Tenth Moon, he will take with him to the Dis- 
trict Teens where he will present himself in person and 
pay a tax of 200 cash for every mou, according to the num- 
ber of mou entered in his memorandum. A book of the mem- 
oranda of ownership to be issued shall be prepared, with 
stubs to be preserved to facilitate comparison. 


(6) All of the above-mentioned matters--the issuing | 


of the Proclamation, the report of the Magistrate, the 


entry in the records, and the giving of the Memo. Should 


, be satisfactorily completed within three months. At the 
end of the three months the ten officials who were appoint- 
ed, having been daily in the Magistrate's Yamen, assisting 
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: operations and seen with their own eyes how they are per~ 
formed, and will thus be thoroughly acquainted with the de- 
tdils, and ought to be distributed among the remaining Dis- 
tricts of the Prefecture, each one visita the Magistrate 
to whom he is sent in carrying out the same etea already 
put into operation in the first District, and within three 
months should have this work completed. At the time that 
they are distributed améng the Districts, they should each 
select ten other expectants to accompany them and learn 
the method of procedure. Thus at the end of the second 
period of three months, we may say that the work has been 
completed in one Prefecture of the Province. 

(7) at the end of the second period of three months, 
the one hundred officials who have assisted in the work 
and learned the method of operation should be sent separ- 
ately to the various Districts of the remaining Prefect- 
ures of the Province to undertake the work of assisting 
the various Magistrates of these Districts to put the plan 
into operation in their jurisdictions, Thus at the end of 
the third period of three months it may be said that the 
work will be finished in one Province. 

(6) Every District Magistrate at the end of the 
three months’ period, during which the work in his Dis~ 
trict shall have been completed, must report to the Pre-~ 
fect to whose jurisdiction he belongs the total number of 
aon of land in each of the four sections of his district, 
and the total amount of the tax due at the rate of 200 cash 
per mou, and the Prefect shall report the same to the high 
Provincial authorities and they to the Board of Revenue, 


where a record shall be made for future reference. 
(9) Should any land-owner, whose land has already 
been registered, desire to sell any of the said land, he

number of mou which he owns, taking a receipt therefor. On 
the other hand the District Magistrate will make an entry 
of the taxes received in the Tax Account for the period in 
question, and when all taxes due shall have been collected, 
he shall forward the same to the Prefect who shall gvaneait 
the amount to the Provincial Treasury for deposit there, 
making report also to the Viceroy and Governor who will 
communicate the facts to the Board of Revenue for its in~ 
formation.

Should the Government secure this large sum of Tis.

(1) If we would protect the people, seek their wel- 
fare and guard against injury, it is impossible not to con~ 
sider the organization of the army.

If this plan should be adopted, in ten years the r@ulars, 
sypplementaries and reserves would amount to about 500,000 
men, the annual tease of whose support would amount to 
Ts. 47, 400, 000. (We may reckon it as Tls. 50,000,000). 

(2) But while the organization of the land forces is 
a matter Which ought not, of course, to be delayed, there 
is something of even more importance; that is, the sea 
forces, because with a well organized sea force, should war 
occur, the fighting will be outside the country, and, if 
there be no sea forces, and War should break out, the fight 
ing must take place within the borders of the empire. The 
sea forces of China should consist of three fleets, the 
Northern, the Southern, and the Central. Each fleet should 
consist of ten battleships, ten cruisers, ten large torpedo 
boats, and 50 small torpedo boats. Fach fleet should have 
10, 500 sailors, whose annual pay should be Tis. 1,050,000, 
and 400 officers of all grades, whose pay would amount to 
Tls. 600,000 annually, making a total of Tls. 1,650,000. 

‘This would be for one fleet; for the three fleets it would 
amount to Tis. 4,950,000. There would also be the cost of 
3 . buying and equipping the 240 vessels, large and small, of 
ee the three fleets, for which there would be needed about 
Tis.

The Governnent is able to learn exactly how many civil 
officials there are. For the present we may estimate the 
number of Sub istrict Magistrates at 20,000, each one of 
whom should receive 3,000 Tls, or all of them Tls. 60,000, 
000; the District Magistrates at 2,000 each of whom should 
receive a salary of Tls.

(6) All nations regard the Post Office as established 
for the convenience of the people; and China has already 
established such an institution. It, too, ought to have a 
fixed allowance. But although the receipts of such an 
institution at the beginning do not meet the expenses, yet 
after it has been in operation for a number of years and 
every place shall have grown accustomed to its use, the 
receipts will not only equal the expenses, but show a sur- 
plus. At present we ought to estimate Tls. 1,000,000 as 
needed for this purpose, annually. 

: (7) The telegraphs arc of great importance to the 
Government Administration, as well as of service to the 
mercantile classes. Their condition at present is similar 
to that of the Post Office. At the beginning there‘gust 
necessarily be some outlay; afterwards the receiste Will

tax; there are very many steps in the plan of operation, 


but in my opinion it is perfectly practicable; Section III 
shows how the Government, having obtained this large sum of 
money, — ta expend it; all of which is a matter of 
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great importance and one which cannot be but attended to. 


The sums estimated for the various items of expenditure are 
all hore than large enough; there is no niggardliness in 
the allowances. Though the proposed expenditure is large, 


there will year after year be a surplus. Yet the reform 
suggested will not only not disturb the people, a calcula- 


tion will show that the amount to be paid per mou as com- 
parea with that paid at present will be a reduction, More~ 
over the lani-owner by going himself to the Yamen to make 
payment will escape the annoyance of having the yamen run- 
ners visit his village to demand payment. As to the var- 
ious eivil officials, since ; they will have abundant salar- 
ten-provideé for them, they will have no personal anxieties , 
and plans for. securing iliicit gain will come to an end. 4 
Having their minds undisturbed by care, they will naturally 
give their attention to the discharge of their official 
duties. From the revenue to be received, the Government 
will be able to appropriate all that will be needed te Fon 
its necessary undertakings, and there will still be a sur- 
plus. At present hostilities have broken out in the East 


and nobody can foretell who will win xmt_whc will be de- 
feated, nor whether the war will last severgl monhs or 
several years. But the territory which is the sphere of 
military operations belongs to China, and the Chinese 

» people of all places in the vicinity are sure to suffer; 
and, when the time for making peace between the two nations 
shall arrive, the matters concerning which they will nego~ 
tiate must be of concern to the interests of China both in 
the east and the west. Therefore China at this time ought 
to use every endeavor and employ every means, improving the 


| opportunity to devise some plan to secure a satisfactory 


arrangement of all matters, so as to be able, when that 
time shall come, to make such declaration as siat3' be re- 
quired, and compel people to comply with its demands and 
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& 
| of affairs requires us to look out for ours interests and 


protect ourselves from injury. It may all be expressed 

in one word; to enforce our right we must increase our 
might. If we desire to increase our might, we must seek to 
make our selves self -dependent ; to be self-dependernt, we 
must have funds, but our revenues of all sorts are insuffi- 
cient to leav= any balance after the payment of necessary 
expenses. Only this one methcd of readjusting the Land 
Tax can meet the requirement with any success. Should any 
say that this is the introduction of a new method, we ought 
not because a method is new to oppose its being put into 
operation. Whether a plan shoul¢e be tried or not ought to 
be determined by its fitness or otherwise ,Without regard to 
‘whether it be new or old. If some one should say that 

the Imperial Ancestors admonished never to increasethe tax, 
and that we must not now adopt wild proposals, and relax 
Pata restriction, it may be replied with emphasis that 
this is not at all the proposal that is being made at pres~ 
ent; that there is no addition to the tax being suggested, 
but only that it shall be equalized and made uniform for 
all places. Whether this scheme shall be carried out or 
not will depend upon whether or not there be any disposi- 
tion to get at the facts and learn the truth. This reform 
simply grows out of a desire to obtain success by methods 
‘adapted to the me a Moreover the plan for the readjust=- 


ment is simple and y of execution; it only requires that 


it be taken up conscientiously and the people will joyfully 


comply with it and the officials will all exert themselves 
to carry it out. If amemorial be presented requesting 
Their Imperial Majesties to decide the matter, it ought 
still to be carefully considered and a course of action - 
determined. Once it has been decided to take it up, and 
proclamations issued in the Capital and the Proviness, no 
one, no matter who he may be, must dare to oppose it; or, 
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should any one object, no one ought to listen to him. 
Whenpver anyone submits @ proposal, it ought only to be 
considered whether or not the proposal be in accordance 
with the Weeds of the occasion, and not who the proposer 


may be, Thus in the matter of this proposed readjustment 
of the juaad Tax, we ought first to examine whether or not 
the number of 1i reckoned and the number of wou as well 
as the amount of the tax be correct, and then whether or 
not the plan proposed be easy of execution, and one that 
certainly will not create disturbance, then a caloulation 
should be made to determine whether or not the tax will 
amount to the sum indicated and whether or not the items 
of proposed expenditure are correctly stated, and thus 
whether the tax will be sufficient for these purposes or 
not. If ex:mination shall show that the statements are 
correct and that it is a practicable scheme, then it may 
be decided +o cary it into effect. It is my opinion that 
if es plan shall be adopted China's revenue will grow 
larger from year to year and that her strength too will 
annually increase. It is my earnest hope that rothing may 


prevent this.

- gll moved to the Northeast of this Province, near the Man- 
churian border, and these Instructors no doubt went with
